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STOMACH WORMS IN SHEEP. 
‘n Illinois correspondent writes 
that he has just discovered that his 
lambs are badly affected with stomach 
worms, and asks us if there is any- 
thing that he can do for them, or had 
he better sell them before they get 
sick. Furthermore, should he expect 
the next year’s crop of lambs of the 
same ewes and kept on the same 
ground, to be affected with the dis- 
ease? 

Answering the last question first, 
we should say, most certainly, and 
particularly if the season should be 
somewhat wet. Evidently his pastures 
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should be fasted over night and a few 
hours after the remedy is applied. Our 
first experience with this disease be- 
gan some ten or twelve years ago. 
The first year we lost about two per 
cent of our lambs; the next year about 
six per cent; and the next year the 
losses were so heavy that we sold the 
entire flock and waited for a year or 
two before we put more sheep on the 
same pastures. The treatment given 
was gasoline in sweet milk, care be- 
ing taken not to allow the gasoline 
to get into the windpipe. We found, 
however, that the lambs did not do 
| well after this treatment, and con- 








grass and surface water supplies, 
where they are kept alive by the 
moisture. If the farm is infested with 
stomach worms the lambs should 
come in February or March, should 
be fed corn and oats as soon as they 
are able to nibble at it—that is, when 
they are about two weeks old—pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible and 
sold in June, when they always bring 
a good price. If sheep are not kept 
on the same pasture more than two 
years they are not likely to be seri- 
ously affected. 

The twisted stomach worm is the 
greatest obstacle in the way of grow- 








what is known as “sheep sick,” 
is, they are infested with the 
mach worm, and perhaps others as 

We would advise him to do one 
two things—either sell his entire 
ck and let his pastures recover from 
sheep sickness or put his sheep on 
ifferent pastures. 

As to remedies, the most effective 

probably one part of coal tar creo- 
to one hundred parts of water; 
for a small lamb from two to 
tablespoonfuls, and the larger 
ones four to eight. 

If the turpentine or gasoline treat- 
inent is used the proportions should be 
an ounce of the oil to two ounces of 
milk. Use a syringe having a soft 
rubber tube that can be passed well 
back into the mouth. The sheep 
should be held in a standing position 
and the head should not be held up, 
as this increases the danger of the 
fluid passing into the lungs. Lamts 
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cluded it was better to sell the flock 
than to lose a large per cent of the 
lambs, besides the time spent in doc- 
toring. 

It may be just as well in this con- 
nection to give, so far as known, the 
life history of the insect which causes 
this disease. It is known as the 
twisted stomach worm, Strongylus 
contortus, and it affects both sheep 
and goats. The parasite will be found 
in nearly every flock of old sheep, but 
it does not seem to affect them seri- 
ously, nor early lambs that have been 
pushed from the start. It affects 
mainly late lambs or lambs that 
have been kept on poor pasture or in 
a low condition of vitality. It is worse 
on low pasture lands and overcrowded 
pasture lots, and on pastures where 
sheep have been fed from year to year, 
and particularly so in wet seasons. 
The eggs are passed with the drop- 
pings upon the pastures and infect the 
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ing lambs in the humid sections. The 
reasons why lambs from the range are 
not so affected are very obvious. 
First, these lambs are ranged over a 
large area, hence the land does not 
become sheep sick. Second, the dry 
weather in the semi-arid sections does 
not give the worms an opportunity 
to multiply as in the humid sections. 
Third, western sheep are mostly raised 
from a Merino foundation, and thus 
are not nearly so liable to attacks of 
stomach worms as the larger breeds. 

Although this may seem discourag- 
ing to the man who is about to engage 
in the sheep business, it is just as 
well that the sheep breeders thor- 
oughly understand the danger. The 
danger is reduced to the minimum 
when not more than a hundred sheep 
are kept on a quarter section and on 
pastures that are under rotation 
rather than oli’ blue grass. If lambs 
come early and are moved on to fresh 
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pastures before the first of June there 
is really not very much danger. 
Change of pasture is of more value to 
sheep than all the medicines that 
were ever discovered. 





EXPERIMENT IN FRUIT STORAGE. 


The Iowa Experiment Station an- 
nounces an experiment to determine 
under what conditio.s fall apples 
grown in Iowa can be kept in cold 
storage and sold at a profit. It has 
been pretty clearly demonstrated 
already that many fall varieties of 
apples can be kept two or three 
months beyond their normal period 
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in a first-class condition. This, how- 
ever, depends on the different soil and 
climatic conditions and is for the pr- 
pose of ascertaining on what soils and 
under what conditions farmers may 
expect to profit by putting their fai) 
apples in cold storage, selling them 
out during the early winter. 

Observations are to be made on the 
keeping quality of different varieties 
of Iowa apples as related to the age 
of the tree, the type of soil upon which 
it is grown, whether it is grown under 
sod or under clean tillage, the degree 
of maturity of the fruit, the question 
of immediate versus delayed storage, 
of wrapped versus unwrapped fru.t, 
and of a small package versus bar- 
rels. The work will be conducted by 
Mr. H. J. Eustace, expert in fruit stor- 
age investigations of the division of 
pomology, in co-operation with Prof. 
S. A. Beach, of the lowa Experiment 
Station.

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SOIL EXPERIMENT FIELD WORK. 


The experiment station at Ames has 
recently mapped out a line of work to 
, be conducted at various points in the 


state, which we believe will be of very 
great and lasting benefit to the farm- 
ers of Iowa. The object of this work 
will be, first, to secure data regarding 
the most practical methods of main- 
taining and increasing the productive 
capacity of the different typical soils 
of the state. Second, to discover the 
kind of crop rotation best adapted to 
these various sections, together with 
their capacity for growing legumes 
other than clover, such as alfalfa hay, 
cowpeas, and soy beans. As pointed 
out in another articie, we have a num- 
ber of different soils in Iowa, and it 
is proposed sooner or later to have 
what is practically a soil experiment 
station in each of these different sec- 
tions. It is not necessary to mention 
in detail the methods, which are in 
fact not yet fully worked out. We 
simply call attention to the fact that 
the department is undertaking this 
work, and that it is a work which we 
believe to be of very great import- 
ance, and in which it should have the 
hearty co-operation and support of the 
farmers of the state. We are espe- 
cially interested in knowing the re- 
sults at their proposed station in 
southern Iowa on what is commonly 
ealled the hardpan section, where it 
is difficult to grow clover because of 
its heaving out in the spring, and 
where farmers. complain that tile 
draining is impossible because of the 
compact character of the soil. There 
is great work to be done in that line. 

Of scarcely less interest will be the 
work done on the Missouri loess coun- 
try (the western slope), and especially 
on the soils that have been growing 
corn and oats for the last fifteen or 
twenty years and already show signs 
of exhaustion. How can the fertility 
be restored and maintained? What 
are the best rotations for farmers in 
that section? Is it possible to restore 
the virgin fertility and increase it 
without buying potash and _  phos- 
phorus? Readers of eastern agricul- 
tural papers must have noticed the 
great amount of space devoted to com- 
mercial fertilizers. Is it possible in 
the state of Iowa, in each particular 
kind of soil, to develop a system of 
agricuiture which will render entirely 
unnecessary for all time to come the 
use of commercial fertilizers? We 
believe it is, but not if farmers con- 
tinue to grow corn, wheat, and oats, 
and sell the stuff off .ae land. 

This work of course is all done at 
the state’s expense, and it requires 
money. There is but a small appro- 
priation this year, but if the work this 
year promises great benefit to the 
farmers of the state, as we are sure 
it. will, they will gladly.demand an 
increased appropriation for. the years 
to come until not merely in the five 
grand-divisions but in every county if 
the ‘state. of Iowa farmers can’ have 
ocular.,demonstrations of the pest 
methods of rotation and soil manage- 
ment. 


It is always best to begin at 











the commencement, and the com- 
mencement of good farming is not 
breeding live stock, but growing the 
stuff, or in other words, soil manage- 
ment. After you have the stuff then 
we can talk about breeding and feed- 
ing. It will be found that growing 
and feeding live stoek and growing 
crops must be tied together and can- 
not be separated without loss. While 
the state is doing this at its own ex- 
pense, we are quite sure that there 
are wealthy and progressive farmers 
who will be perfectly willing to give 
the use of a sufficient amount of 
ground for five or ten years for the 
purpose of helping on this god work, 
in which they would be the greatest 
gainers, because having ocular demon- 
stration every day in the year of the 
different methods that are tested on 
their own farms. 





PUTTING CATTLE ON FEED. 


Farmers who expect to make an 
early feed should lose no time in get- 
ting their cattle on feed. If they wish 
to make large gains at the end of 
say December or January, they should 
take a month to get them on full feed. 
This is best done by putting them on 
good grass by the middle of Septem- 
ber and giving one or two stalks of 
corn a day to each steer on the pas- 
ture, and gradually increasing. Many 
farmers undertake to make the change 
in a comparatively short period, get- 
ting their cattle on full feed in a week, 
with the result that when the cattle 
do well they make good gains at the 
first but are likely to get off feed be- 
fore they are finished. The object 
should be to change cattle from grass 
to grain so slowly that the system 
does not notice the change. A month’s 
time is short enough to make this 
transition. After the cattle have been 
brought on to full feed and the corn- 
stalks become dry the change shouid 
be made gradually to snapped corn fed 
in bunks. There is no way in which 
corn can be fed to better advantage 
than in the husk in which nature 
wrapped it. It is clean and palatable. 
The farmer, however, cannot always 
continue to feed snapped corn, and 
the change should be gradual to 
husked corn, and if it is desirable to 
change, as many feeders think it is, 
from husked to shelled corn, the 
change should be made gradually as 
before. It is very important in feed- 
ing cattle not only to get them on full 
feed without any change perceptible 
to the digestive system, but to keep 
them up to their best work during the 
entire feeding period. It must be re- 
membered that in the process of fat- 
tening the steer is doing about the 
hardest work of his life, and hence 
requires the greatest attention to keep 
the digestive and assimilative forces 
working to their full capacity. Some 
good feeders prefer finishing on ear 
corn rather than shelled, while others 
believe that the best work is done by 
gradually getting the steer on shelled 
corn for the final finish. 





FREIGHT RATES ON SEED CORN. 


We learn that the official classifica- 
tion committee, which makes the 
classification of different kinds of 
freight and prescribes the rules under 
which it must be shipped, Has recent- 
ly adopted a rule to the effect that 
hereafter seed corn shipped in the 
ear must not be shipped in bags or 
in open crates, but must be tightly 
boxed, and that this committee has 
also changed the classification under 
which seed corn in the ear is shipped. 
If this ruling should be enforced it 
will result in not only seriously 
crippling the trade in seed corn in the 
ear, but will greatly interfere with the 
improvement of corn. As readers of 
Wallaces’ Farmer know, we have for 
years past urged upon them the im- 
portance of buying seed corn only in 
the ear. In no other way can the pur- 
chaser know what kind of corn he 
is getting. In our judgment the pur- 
chase of seed corn in the ear is the 
greatest step toward the improvement 
of the western corn crop. This ruling 
of the official classification commit- 
tee is therefore a matter of vital pub- 
licyinterest. The objection to ship- 
ping seed corn in bags or in tight 
crates is that when shipped in this 
way there is great danger of the vital- 
ity of the germ being injured. Prop- 
erly cared for seed corn is.thoroughly 
dry; when it.is shipped it is exposed 
to. a much damper atmosphere than 
that in Which it has been kept, and 
as a result it will take up moisture. 
If. shipped in crates so made-as to 
give-free circulation of the air through 
the corn it is in little danger of being 
injured; but if Tt is packed in tight 
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boxes or in bags a very considerable 
per cent of it may be so damaged as 
to destroy or very greatly impair its 
vitality. 

‘The railroads of the west have taken 
a very active interest in the work of 
improving our seed corn. They have 
spent thousands of dollars in running 
seed corn gospel trains, carrying seed 
corn experts to lecture to farmers 
along their lines of road. Surely they 
do not wish to undo the splendid work 
they have been carrying on by adopt- 
ing a ruling which will discourage, if 
not almost prohibit, the shipment of 
seed corn in the ear. The railroad 
people can well afford to carry seed 
corn in the ear at the very lowest 
freight rate, for the same reason that 
they have spent money to educate the 
people on the value of better corn. 

The official classification commit- 
tee is composed largely of representa- 
tives of eastern roads and they have 
made the ruling on this question prob- 
ably without knowledge of the effect 
it will have on the corn growing inter- 
ests. We feel sure that when they 
become familiar with the situation 
they will promptly change this ruling 
and permit seed corn to be shipped 
as heretofore in open crates which 
give thorough ventilation, and at the 
lowest possible freight rate. 





SEASONABLE PRECIPITATION. 


The weekly report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture giving the sea- 
sonal temperature and rainfall, and 
the departures therefrom, dated Sep- 
tember 17th, has the following under 
the heading of seasonal precipitation: 

“For the period from March ist to 
date (201 days) the precipitation is 
below the average on the north Pacific 
coast, in the lower Missouri, lower 
Ohio, and central Mississippi valleys, 
lower Lake region, and west Gulf 
states, over portions of New England 
and the South Atlantic and east Gulf 
states. In the Middle Atlantic states 
and upper Missouri valley, generally 
throughout the Rocky mountain and 
plateau regions, and in California, the 
seasonal precipitation is in excess of 
the average, from two to three times 
the seasonal average having fallen 
over the southern plateau and south 
Pacific coast regions.” 

An examination of the map of which 
this is an abstract shows that over 
the entire west, east of the Cascade 
range—almost to the Missouri river-—- 
and south as far as northern Iowa, 
there has been far more than the 
normal rainfall, from two to three 
times the normal over the southern 
plateau and southern Pacific coast re- 
gions, while in the corn surplus states, 
south of northern Iowa and to the 
Atlantic ocean, there has been con- 
siderably less than the normal; or, in 
other words, it has been a compara- 
tively dry season. This distribution 
of rainfall west of the Missouri and 
through Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
has given us the enormous wheat 
crop that we have this year, while 
there has been sufficient rainfall in 
the corn surplus states to produce 
about an average crop. 

This unusual distribution of rain- 
fall has had very marked effects upon 
the agriculture of the year. It is 
bringing cattle from the plains into 
market, of a very superior quality so 
far as flesh carrying is concerned, and 
a larger per cent of them are coming 
as “killers” and a smaller per cent of 
them as feeders than usual. It has 
had the effect of prolonging the boom 
times in western states, and should 
it become permanent—which we do 
not believe—it will readjust values of 
farm lands in the west. A return to 
normal, which is probable, would 
mean a much smaller wheat crop next 
year—something that farmers who are 
in shape to hold their wheat might 
well take into consideration. 





BREAKING LAND FOR ALFALFA. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“T intend to break up 200 acres of 
new land in the Republican River val- 
ley, and would like to know if it would 
do to break part of this land ibis fall. 
I will use a disk plow, and disk and 
harrow down smooth after plowing. 
What kind of crop will be best to 
raise on it? I want to get it into 
alfalfa as soon as possible.” 

Our experience with valley land -in 
the neighborhood of North Platte is 
that the best way to handle it is to 
break it up during the summer, if 
possible; but if not possible during 
July or August, then im the fall. If 
broken in the fall, do net do anything 
with it after plowing, until next spring.

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THE MANAGEMENT OF NATI\:

There is very considerable land 
along the streams in western Iowa 
where because of frequent mowing 
the native grasses cease to yield pa; 
ing crops. It is simply a question 
whether these shall be converted in: 
pastures by being seeded down with 
tame grasses on the native sod, « 
whether they are to be broken up 
put through a course of rotation, and 
finally seeded down, or permitted to 
grow a decreasing amount of hay 
There may be some way of thickening 
up the yield of the native meadow 
and still retain it as a meadow~ for 
cutting in August or September, but 
we are frank to say we don’t know of 
it. These native meadows will ordi 
parily not stand continued mowing 
We don’t know why. By giving these 
meadows a heavy seeding of alsike 
and timothy they could in a few years 
be converted into meadows that would 
yield a good crop of hay in June or 
July and a considerable aftermath 
later. Redtop will succeed, of course 
on wettish lands, but we would much 
prefer a mixture of alsike clover and 
timothy to the redtop. 

A similar but somewhat different 
problem is presented in central! 
Kansas and Nebraska, and we would 
like very much to have the experienc: 
of any of our readers in maintaining 
the yield of the native upland prairi 
meadow without reseeding it to some 
different grasses. Have any of our 
readers had experience in introducing 
brome grass, western wheat grass, or 
slender wheat grass into a native 
meadow?

Hence, the English breeder uses the 
knife freely on his male stock and 
makes a close cull on the female stock, 
and in this way keeps his herd up to 
the standard. Unfortunately, in the 
United States, a great many breeders 
think that everything that sports a 
pedigree has value. It would be hard 
to make a greater mistake than this.

cattle, horses, or anything else. If the

SELECT YOUR SEED CORN NOW. 

If a farmer wishes really first-class 
corn in all respects he must 
select it on the stalk, whether the 
selection be made in the corn field or 
in the breeding patch. Why? Be- 
cause, in order to make a proper selec- 
tion it is necessary to study the stalk 
as well as the ear not merely with 
reference to its size, vigor, and to 
the location of the ear on the stalk, 
but with reference to its period of 
maturity. Every farmer knows that 
there is a difference of from a week 
to ten days, or even more, in the 
maturity of the different ears in the 
corn field. There is variation in the 
grains from a single ear in every con- 
ceivable direction. Some grains will 
mature earlier, some later than others. 
Some will develop vigorous stalks with 
large ears; others weak stalks with 
small ears; and still others extremely 
large stalks with no ear at all. It is 
by taking advantage of these varia- 
tions (for the law of variation is quite 
as uniform and as important as the 
law of heredity) that improvement is 
possible. If the farmer has corn that 
is a trifle large for its environment 
he should select the earlier ears. If 
too small for its environment—in other 
words, if it could use ten or fifteen 
days more of summer heat—select the 
later. But it is in all cases by taking 
advantage of this law of variation that 
we make the improvement 
to be perpetuated by that other law 
of heredity. We are quite well aware 
that to select seed corn by this 
method, even for a forty-acre field, will 
take considerable time and labor. To 
go through the field with a sack on 
the shoulder and study the stalk from 
which each desirable ear grows, the 
location of the ear on the stalk, its 
earliness or lateness, takes time. But 
we know of no employment at this 
time of the year that will give a better 
wage. 

To secure seed corn for forty acres 
a farmer would need to select about 
six bushels; in order to get the very 
best,. select twelve and out of these 
select the six best. Suppose it took 
him a week to make the selection. 
The increase would pay a big week’s 
wage. 

Of course it is much easier to fasten 
a basket to the rear of the wagon and 
at husking time throw the best ears 
into the basket, or when feeding the 
corn to cattle select carefully the best 
ears from time to time. This is an 
easy way and is a vast improvement 
on the old method of getting corn out 
of the crib, but it is by no means the 
best way. The good farmer hopes, be- 
fore he dies, to grow one hundred 
busheis to the acre from a forty-acre 
field. This can be done in a very 
favorable season, but it cannot be done 
without some years’ previous study of 
the best methods of selecting seed 
corn, and to do it one must study corn 
on the stalk as well as in the ear. 
The labor in selecting this seed corn 
may be greatly diminished if the farm-

er will take our advice and devote half 
an acre of fairly good land to the pro- 
duction of corn for seed. He can usu- 
ally on this half acre produce enough 
of the very choicest ears to furnish 
seed for a sufficient patch for next 
year’s sowing, and enough good corn 
besides for a twenty-acre field. He 
can begin next year by selecting the 
very best seed ears that he can find 
and thus lay the foundation for future 
improvement. 

We do not expect many of our read- 
ers to follow our advice—to select 
their seed corn now—but hope that the 
“elect,” the very choicest and most 
enterprising corn growers, will see the 
wisdom of selecting their seed corn on 
the stalk before the 15th of October.

STUDY THE CORN FIELDS. 


It was Shakespeare, we believe, who 
said that the wise man would find 
“tongues in trees, books in the run- 
ning brooks, sermons in stones, and 
good in everything,” or words to that 
effect. The farmer can find just now 
books and sermons in corn fields if he 
will but carefully study them. He will 
find in driving along the roads the 
corn field good for fifty to sixty bush- 
els per acre on one side; another on 
the other side, apparently the same 
land, yielding about thirty bushels. 
He will often find on the same farm, 
cultivated by the same man, in the 
same season, on the same kind of land, 
differences quite as great. He should 
ask himself why, and where oppor- 
tunity occurs should ascertain for his 
own instruction and that of his neigh- 
bors and his fellow farmers at the in- 
stitutes during the coming season why 
one field returns the bare cost of cul- 
tivation and why another a handsome 
profit. He will probably find various 
reasons. In one corn may have been 
put on a clover or blue grass sod, well 
manured, properly plowed, planted 
with good seed, and thoroughly culti- 
vated: and in another case that the 
field has been in corn for three or four 
years and has become infested with 
the corn root worm or the corn root 
louse. Or, again, he may find that 
the difference lies in the seed, result- 
ing in a thin stand of a variety that 
is not suited to the climate. Or he 
may find, as we noticed in one case 
this year, that shortly after the corn 
was planted there came a heavy, dash- 
ing rain, running the soil together, 
forming a crust, which the farmer 
started to break up after the corn was 
well sprouted and trying to get 
through the soil—an apparently trivial 
reason and yet most potent and effect- 
ive in reducing the crop. What he 
should have done was harrow the 
ground as soon as he saw the crust 
was forming or, if discovered too late, 
harrow it so thoroughly as to destroy 
all the corn planted, and plant again. 
Time would fail us to suggest all the 
different causes that would lead to this 
wide difference of the crop. We sim- 
ply wish to attract the attention of 
our farmers to the corn fields that 
they may learn wisdom and experience 
and avoid mistakes in the future. 

Iowa and Illinois, two of the great- 
est corn states in the Union, have an 
average yearly yield of between thirty- 
two and forty bushels per acre. With 
good farming this average should be 
increased to fifty and in time to sixty 
bushels per acre, but this increase will 
never be made until there are some 
radical changes in the methods of 
farming on many farms in _ these 
states. Corn should not be grown in 
any kind of land more than three 
years in succession, on fairly good 
lands not more than two. No man 
should ever plant corn until he knows 
for an absolute certainty that he has 
the kind of corn adapted to his cli- 
mate, from well selected ears and of 
full germination, or at least 95 per 
cent. No farmer should plant corn 
with less germinating power than that. 
No man should expect to grow fifty 
bushels of corn per acre unless he has 
first a well prepared seed bed; with 
a poorly prepared seed bed he is never 
certain that the roots will be able to 
deliver the amount of water to the 
stalks required for a fifty or sixty- 
bushel crop. 

Once more we say, study the corn 
fields. They will teach you more than 
books or teachers can teach you, and 
without this careful study of the corn 
fields and all other fields your reading 
will do you comparatively little good. 


BLUE RUIN IN THE RATE BILL. 


When the rate bill was under dis- 
cussion in congress during its last 
session the public was repeatedly in- 
formed by some of the most eminent 
railroad magnates that it would force 
every railroad of the country into 
bankruptcy. The bill passed, and ever 
since its passage railroad stocks have 
been rising in value on the New York 
Exchange. This simply means that 
those who speculate in stocks believed 
that the magnates were lying. There 
is further evidence that they were 
lying in the fact that just two weeks 
before the bill went into effect the 
Union Pacific railroad increased its 
dividends from six to ten per cert per 
annum; the Baltimore & Ohio in- 
creased one per cent, and there are 
indications that similar though smaller 
increases will be made in quite a num- 
ber of the leading railroads. The fact 
is that the rate bill when fully put 
in effect will not only bring no bank-

There is further evidence that the 
statement. that the ruin was expected 
was the result of either ignorance or 
outright falsehood. It should be 
noticed that a number of the eastern 
railroads have issued thousand-mile 
mileage books at two cents per mile, 
cash, and good until used. Another 
road has placed these mileage books 
at two and a half cents, and there is 
the feeling now that nearly every 
prominent railroad in the United 
States will in the operation of the new 
law be enabled to give a practically 
two-cent fare, either direct or in the 
form of mileage books, transferable 
and good until used. It has been our 
contention for two years past that 
western railroads would be greatly the 
gainers if they would sell five hundred- 
mile books at $10, good for any mem- 
ber of the family and without limit 
as to time. That would be, we think, 
the smartest stroke of -policy on the 
part of these roads. Let us hear no 
more about the ruin that is to threaten 
the railroads because they are obliged 
like other people to obey the law. 
Obedience to the law permanently en- 
riches instead of permanently impov- 
erishes individual corporations as well 
as individuals. 





THE EFFICIENCY OF LIGHTNING 
RODS. 


The general public is in great need 
of accurate and reliable statistics as 
to the efficiency of lightning rods 
properly constructed. Heretofore in- 
surance companies have cast a doubt 
on their efficiency by charging the 
same rate whether the building was 
rodded or not. This really is not to 
be wondered at in view of the general 
inefficiency of the rods used twenty 
and twenty-five years ago, when the 
lightning rod peddler was in the 
heighth of his prosperity. Ohio has 
given uS about the only reliable sta- 
tistics of late. It has a state fire mar- 
shal and his official report states that 
17 per cent of barn fires are caused 
by lightning. That is, from 1901 to 
1904 there were 2,714 barns burned in 








Ohio and lightning was the cause of 








459 of these fires. And furthermor: 
that not one of the barns destroyed 
by lightning was protected by a light 
ning rod. According to the “Electrica 
World,” the insurance companies hav: 
decided to increase the rate of build 
ings not properly rodded, and one con 
pany has gone into a thorough invest 
gation of the subject and finds tha 
over 80 per cent of the fire loss o1 
farms was caused by lightning. W* 
do not care +o say that the Lightnin; 
rod, however well constructed, is ; 
absolute safeguard against lightnin: 
but we do believe that the per ce! 
of losses, where buildings are prope! 
rodded, will be so small that it is 
negligible quantity. Bear in mil 
that the lightning rod must have su 
ficient volume, whether it be ce 
structed or iron or copper, to car! 
off the charge of electricity; tha 
must have ground connections wi 
perament moisture, either mois 
ground or a well or cistern; that 
must be in close metallic contact wit 
the building, and that ic must tern 
nate in one or more sharp points. 

If the mutual fire insurance co! 
panies would make thorough invest 
gations as to the per cent of loss 
of live stock by lightning that occur 
along fences and the per cent of los 
where the fences are grounded 
would give a great deal of very va 
able information to the general p 
lic. We would not care to say tha 
grounding fence wires is an absolu 
protection against lightning, but w 
do believe that where the wires a 
properly grounded, say every fifte: 
or twenty rods, which can be done 1 
a mere nominal sum, the wire fen 
would be the safest part of the fi 
so far as danger from | ghtning 
concerned.

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BERMUDA, THE BLUE GRASS. OF 


Quite a large number of our readers 
have moved, and are moving, and will 
move in the future, into the south, 
especially Oklahoma, Indian _ Terri- 
tory, and northern and western 
Texas. They will very likely try to 


grow the same grasses there that they 
have been at home, and will not be 
long in concluding that they have got 
out of the tame grass country. They 
will sigh in vain for the blue grass 
and clover, and perhaps wish they 
were back in Iowa, Illinois, Kansas, 
or Nebraska. The countries which 
we have mentioned are all good agri- 
cultural countries, and we remind them 
that there never was a good country 
for growing corn, wheat, and cotton 
which the good Lord has not furnished 
with grass to enable them to keep live 
stock and rotate their crops; for if 
live stock and rotation be abandoned 
the best and richest land in the world 


will sooner or later become _ poor. 
What blue grass is to the north 
Bermuda grass is to the south, and 
we advise our readers who have 


moved south to quit thinking about 
blue grass, if they can, and study the 
grasses which were manifestly in- 
tended for growth in that country, and 
thus work with nature and not against 
her. 

From this point of view we call the 
attention of our readers who intend 
moving, and especially into Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, to Bulletin No. 
70 of the Oklahoma station, devoted 
to hardy Bermuda grass, and which 
can be had on application to the sta- 
tion at Guthrie, Oklahoma. The ex- 
periment station has been fourteen 
years trying to work out the grass 
problem, and they have discovered 
that Bermuda grass seed, brought in 
as it is exclusively from the south, will 
grow but will freeze back in the win- 
ter and will not begin to grow in the 
spring until May, while Bermuda 
grass propagated from the roots an 
pieces of sod of a sort that has sur- 
vived the winter in Oklahoma will 
survive the winter and grow vigor- 
ously from the start in the early 
spring. The hardy Bermuda grass 
growing on the farm and elsewhere 
in Oklahoma survived the winter of 


1905-06 in almost every county, satis- 
factory reports being received from 
every one except Beaver. It is very 


important for new-comers in that sec- 
tion to understand this fact, and that 
it is not worth while to buy Bermuda 
grass on the market, and that the way 
to get Berumda grass is to get the

Bermuda grass is 
not adapted to rotation, neither is 
blue grass. Its place is for permanent 
pasture, for hay on good land subject 
to overflow, and for a solid covering 
for lawn, and the usual muddy places 
about the house and feed lots, for stop- 
ping up ditches and gullies, for sod- 
ding over ponds, and in general for 
the same purposes that blue grass js 
used in the north. ~ 

The report says: “After ten years 
of futile attempts to make the college 
campus presentable by sowing seed of 
Kentucky blue grass, orchard grass, 
meadow fescue, all the clovers, and 
a great variety of mixtures of seeds 
of other grasses, Bermuda grass has 
in three seasons covered it with a 
heavy sod which is green from April 
to October when grass ought to be 
green. During the winter there is a 
clean covering over the whole surface, 
without mud when it rains or dust 
when it blows.” 

It is valuable for hay, not merely 
on overflow bottoms but on upland. 
The station reports that on June 29th 
and 30th of last year two and one- 
half acres of thin upland soil on the 
farm of the experiment station were 


set to Bermuda grass by planting 
small pieces of sod eighteen inches 
apart in rows three feet apart. The 


land had been well manured and had 
had clean cultivation for several 
years. On September 25th a ton and 
a quarter of cured hay was cut per 
acre. The rainfall during the less 
than three months in which this crop 
was growing was unusually heavy, 
amounting to 14.13 inches. The aver- 
age rainfall for the same period in 
previous years being 9.62 inches. 
same field was again mowed June 12th 
of this year and yielded more than 
two and a half tons of cured hay per 
acre, the total rainfall from January 
ist to June 12th being 14.52 inches, 
from April 1st to date of cutting 9.6 
inches. Here is a total yield of over 
four tons of cured hay within less 
than twelve months from planting. 't 
is quite evident therefore that this 
hardy Bermuda grass is a permanent 
pasture and permanent meadow grass 
for the region south of the blue grass 
region proper. Alfalfa, cowpeas, and 
soy beans must take the place of the 
clovers.

PINK EYE IN CATTLE. 


One of our Iowa subscribers writes: 


“How shall I treat cattle that are 
affected with the disease called pink 


eye? I have over one hundred head 
in all. Two weeks ago it came into 
my herd from my neighbor’s herd. 


Some of my neighbor’s cattle are so 
bad that the eye has bursted. I have 
been spraying my cattle every mora- 
ing with one of the coal tar dips, using 
it about 60 to 70 per cent strong, and 
I try to spray it right into their eyes 
as much as possible. So far the dis- 
ease has not become very serious in 
my herd. How long is pink eye apt 
to remain in a herd? Will cattle have 
it the second time? Will it affect 
I have been disinfecting my 
horse barn, as it is connected with 
the cow barn.” 

Contagious ophthalmia of cattle, 
generally known as pink eye, is a 
contagious disease among cattle, but 
it does not affect horses. There is 
a disease among horses called pink 
but it is a different type of dis- 

About the only thing in com- 
between pink eye in cattle and 
pink eye in horses is that they are 
both contagious. In cattle the disease 
is strictly an eye disease. In horses 
disease that affects 
not only the eyes but also the nasal 
passages, and sometimes the lungs 
and other organs, and is accompanied 
by fever in the early stages. Pink eye 
in cattle is not a dangerous disease, 
but it results in loss of flesh and lack 
of thrift, and in the dairy herd the 
milk supply falls off very consider- 
able. In the more severe cases where 
the treatment is neglected the eye be- 
come inflamed and the ball ulcerates, 
sometimes leading to a rupture of the 
eye ball, which will cause permanent 
blindness. At the beginning of an 
outbreak the well cattle should ve 
separated from those affected, and 
this will tend to lessen the extent of 
the outbreak. Most cattle will recover 
without permanent injury, even with- 
out special treatment, but it is the part 
of wisdom to hasten the recovery and 
prevent any possible permanent blina-

in dark quarters during the day, allow- 
ing them to run on pasture during 
the night. Our veterinarian recom- 
mends the following as the best local 
treatment: 

“In, the way of local treatment the 
eyes should be bathed three or four 
times daily with a good eye wash such 
as the following: Sulphate of zinc, 
thirty grains; fluid extract belladonna 
leaves, twenty drops; rain water, one 
quart; or, boracic acid, four drams, to 
one pint of water. If the cornea 
(anterior part of eye) shows at any 
time an abraded, roughened surface, 
denoting ulceration, the affected parts 
should be touched with a nitrate of 
silver solution made by dissolving 
four grains of silver nitrate in an 
ounce of water. This may be easily 
applied with a feather. Some have 
reported good results from the use of 
iodoform vaseline, made by mixing one 
part of iodoform with twelve parts of 
vaseline. It should be so thoroughly 
mixed as to contain no lumps. A 
small amount is placed between the 
lids, which should then be held closed 
and the eye rubbed, to distribute the 
salve over the surface of the eye ball.” 

This treatment will not be necessary 
in mild cases, but should be carried 
out in cases of severe attacks. Our 
veterinarian sums up the situation as 
follows: 

“The main points to remember in 
connection with this trouble are that 
the disease is communicable, attack- 
ing a large part of the herd; that it 
causes considerable loss through de- 
creased milk secretion, failure to 
thrive, etc., and that the necessary 
treatment can be easily carried out 
and should be attended to early in 
order to guard against permanent in- 
jury and in other ways reduce the 
loss.” 





CARBOLIC ACID FOR WEEDS. 


A subscriber writes that he has been 
trying carbolic acid as a weed erai- 
icator as directed in a communication 
in a recent issue of the Farmer. He 
tried this on horse nettles, cutting off 
the nettles and then putting on the 
stem a few drops of a mixture of four 
parts water and one part pure car- 
bolic acid. He applied this by means 
of an ‘oil can. It seemed to be effect- 
ive but a week afterward on examina- 
tion he found new sprouts pushing out 
about an inch under the ground. We 
would like to hear from any other 
readers who have experimented with 
this solution on horse nettles.

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THE IOWA REGISTRATION LAW. 
An Iowa horse breeder writes: 
“In a late issue of the Breeders’ 


Gazette I notice an article on the haw 


passed by the last Iowa legislature 
which requires stallions and bulls 
stood for public service and stallions 


offered for sale to be registered with 
the secretary of the state board of 
agriculture. This article rather gives 
the impression that the breeders and 
importers of Iowa are discriminated 
against by the new law. Is that cor- 
rect?” 

We quote from the article to which 
our correspondent refers as follows: 


“This means that Iowa importers 
and breeders must double register 
every stallion before they sell him as 
a pure bred. They must not only 
register him in the recognized stud 
book of the breed, but also must rez- 
ister him with the secretary of the 
state board of agriculture at Des 
Moines. This second registration costs 
a fee of $1. Without such registration 
all persons are forbidden to sell or 
exchange any stallion as registered or 
pure bred. * * * This double reg- 
istration law does not apply to 
stallions sold to Iowa residents from 
other states and shipped direct to the 
purchaser. * * * But when stallions 
are sent into Iowa to be kept and 
peddled out or sold to companies to 
be worked up by salesmen they be- 
come subject to the law and must be 
registered with the secretary of the 
state board of agriculture. The object 
of the law is commendable but its 
method is bungling and oppressive. 
It is far easier and more sensible to 
strike directly at the bogus pedigree 
mills than to attempt to clip their 
wings in the present fashion. * * * 
It is easy enough done. Let the pres- 
ent law be repealed and one substi- 
tuted with something like the follow- 
ing provision: 

“It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or corporation to issue a certifi- 
cate of registry of the pedigree of any 
animal unless that animal is eligible 
to registry in a pedigree record recog- 
nized by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.” 

The above statement of the law is 
correct, but our contemporary will, on 
a moment’s reflection, see how useless 
would be this proposed substitute. 
The lowa law cannot apply to another 

Therefore the Iowa buyer who 
outside of the state to buy a 
will be very foolish indeed ‘f 
he does not require the seller to reg- 
ister the horse with the secretary of 
the lowa State Board of Agriculture, 
or furnish a guarantee that the horse 
can be so registered. If the buyer fails 
to do this he is running the risk of 
buying a horse which he can neither 
stand nor sell or trade in lowa exce;'t 
as a_ grade lowa purchasers of 
stallions should keep this point in 
mind and under no circumstances buy 
a stallion outside the state without 
knowing to an absolute certainty that 
the horse either is or can be registered 
at Des Moines. 

This law was most 
and is as simple as it can be 
and furnish protection. The 
tute proposed above would kill off 
bogus pedigree associations in Iowa, 
but would give little protection to 
Iowa people, unless the same sort of 
a law was enacted in every state from 
which horses are sold to Iowa people, 
and in Canada as well; or unless it 
should be enacted by the national gov- 
ernment.

fact that in one county in Iowa last 
winter half a dozen or more horses 
were found which were represented 
to be pure bred and registered but 
which were not pure bred and were 
not -registered except in a fake peii- 
gree association located at a small 
town in Illinois. Of what benefit 


would it be to kill off fake pedigree 
associations in Iowa if they were per- 
mitted to flourish just across the state 
borders? The profitable work of “reg- 
istering’”’ grade horses and issuing 
chromo registration certificates would 
zo merrily on just the same. 

Under the present Iowa registration 
law the patron of the stallion which 
is standing for public service and the 
buyer of a stallion is given protection 
against unprincipled dealers, whether 
they live in Iowa or in any other state, 
provided the buyer knows enough to 
invoke the law in his own protection. 
And the strong point about the law 
is that it is largely automatic in its 
enforcement. It is mandatory. The 
man who represents a horse to be 
pure bred or registered and who 
stands him for public service or offers 
him for sale or exchange must prove 
that the stallion is really pure bred

TO GET RAG WEED OUT OF BLUE 
GRASS. 


A correspondent from Knoxville, IIli- 
nois writes: 

“On page 1069 you tell us how to 
keep rag weed from growing in our 
blue grass pastures. In your next 
issue please tell us what time of the 
year is best to sow the clover seed, 
and should it be disked and harrowed, 
or sown on the sod and simply 
disked?” 

The object is to secure a covering 
of the clover at the time of the year 
when it will have opportunity for the 
fullest and most complete develop- 
ment. Therefore it should not be 
sown in the fall, but in the spring, and 
as early as possible. Clover seed will 
not grow unless it is covered to a 
depth that will give it moisture, heat,

it must be covered. The very best 
implement for covering is the disk 
drill, which puts the seed in the right 
spot and at the same time opens the 
ground so that it will take in water 
and still more, cuts up the blue grass 
roots to prevent sod-binding. An ordi 
nary shoe drill will not work in a sod 
of this kind, and where a disk dril! 
cannot be obtained then we would say 
take a very sharp disk, weight it down 
rip up the sod as much as possible 
then sow the seed, and, if necessary 
harrow it. In some way with the tools 
at hand get the seed covered a sui 
ficient depth to secure moisture, heat 
and air. There is no danger of getting 
it deep enough to exclude the air. Th 
season will bring the heat. The only 
thing therefore to look after is suffi 
cient covering to secure moisture. It 
is needless to say that the best time 
to do this, whatever method may be 
adopted, will be just as the frost is 
coming out in the spring. An ordi 
nary disk might work then, whereas 
under other circumstances it might 
not work at all.

DON’T BE IN HASTE TO SELL 
YOUR WHEAT. 


We have always felt that it 
somewhat presumptive for an agricul- 
tural editor or writer to advise farmers 
as to when to make sales of their prod- 
ucts, and have had no sympathy with 
the hold-your-wheat advice farmers re- 
ceive from time to time. It may not, 
out of place to offer a 
with reference to 


present time. The 
United States, and in fact the entire 
continent of North America, has har- 
vested a very large crop of wheat, fol- 
lowing a large crop of last year. It 
is not surprising the price is low. At 
present writing about 70 cents for No. 
2 in Chicago, which means from 50 to 
60 cents at country points, and a con- 
siderable lower rate for the lower 
grades. As the average crop is from 
twelve to fifteen bushels per acre, it 
is evident that this is not far from 
the cost of production, after allowing 
for reasonable rent or interest on the 
land. At the same date corn was 46 
cents in Cnicago. Corn can be raised 
for about one-half the price per bushel 
of wheat, and hence, looking at it from 
the farmer’s standpoint, either corn is 
too high or wheat is too low. It has 
been assumed that wheat should be 
about twice the price of corn per 
bushel. It is not likely that this ratio 
will continue, for the reason that the 
corn producing country is limited, 
while wheat can be grown in almost 
every country in the world. The new 
uses that have been made of corn in 
the last few years are much more 
numerous than those of wheat. Still 
further, spring wheat is a product of 
a new country where the necessities 
of the farmer compel him to raise it 
for a few years without much refer- 
ence to cost. While, therefore, under 
conditions, we do not expect to 
see wheat reach $1 a bushel as a 
permanent price, or even as a reason- 
able price, we do not think it will pay 
farmers to force their wheat on the 
market until they are actually com- 
pelled to do so. Our reasons are as 
oe 

First—The practice of thrashing 
srain out of the shock in humid sec- 
tions, instead of stacking it, forces a 
vast amount of grain on the market 
in a condition that compels its use 
at the earliest possible period. It will 
not keep. Grain grown in the humid 
country will not keep until after it 
has passed through the sweat. Where 
a man has stacked his grain and has 
it in good condition it can be kept in 
the stack cheaper than any other way, 
and will be of finer quality when it 
zoes to market and can be kept any 
reasonable length of time. 

Second—While it is possible, it is

ion. The large yield this year has 


heen due to the excessive rainfall, far 
above normal, over all of the spring 
wheat section, and that portion of the 
winter wheat section where the crop 
is liable to be cut short by drouth In 
normal years. 

Third—Where a man is engaged in 
growing hogs, at present prices, there 
18 no good reason why he should sell 
wheat at all. The hog in the yard 
will pay as much for the wheat, if he 
will take the trouble of grinding it for 
him, as the elevator or the miller, and 
as we have always believed in patron- 
izing home industry, we would give the 
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preference to the hog in the yard 
rather than the man at the elevator. 

Finally—There is no danger of 
wheat getting lower while this condi- 
tion of things exists. While there may 
be people in some parts of the world 
hungry for this wheat, while it may 
seem rather a profanation to feed 
human food to hogs and cattle, none 
the less the farmer must consult his 
own pocketbook rather than sentiment. 
If the hog in the yard will give more 
for the wheat than the market will 
furnish, then we would by all. means 
give it to the hog. When the specula- 
tive element in the great market cen- 
ters begins to realize that the farmer 
has a market in his yard for his wheat 
quite as good as they are furnishing 
him they will no longer talk about the 
immense crop and the low price at 
which it can be purchased. It is a 
good thing to have two strings to your 
bow. There is another consideration. 
In the corn belt the use of a small 
amount of wheat in connection with 
corn will give you a better hog and 
better prices for your corn than if.corn 
is fed alone. The great trouble witn 
the farmers in the corn belt is that 
they feed their hogs too much corn. 
Wheat will go to some extent toward 
balancing the ration. It must, how- 
ever, be fed either soaked or ground 
if it is to be fed economically. 


A CATTLE PASS THAT STOPS 


HOGS. 
One of our subscribers has written 
asking for a gate that will let his 


cows through but will stop the hogs, 
as he has a psture which is not fenced 
hog-tight. The writer has had some 
experience with a gate for this pur- 
pose, made as _ follows: Take a 
twelve-inch plank, length of the gate, 
fasten securely at either end and at 
the middle by sticks or posts so it 
will stand upright; on top of this 
spike another ten or _ twelve-inch 
plank, flatways, so that it will project 
about seven inches over into the hog 
lot. The cattle can easily step over 
this but the hogs cannot get over very 
readily. It will turn almost any hog 
except a greedy old sow that once 
learns the trick of jumping over. We 
have used it successfully for a number 
of months without being bothered to 
any extent. It turns pigs and shoats 
nicely.

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CORN HUSKING AND 
SHREDDING 


DIFFERENCES IN RESULTS OF 
WORK BY DIFFERENT 
MACHINES. 


There are greater differences in the 
results of work by the several differ-

Chicago, Oct. 1—Business conditions 
continue in fairly prosperous shape and 
there is nothing in prospect indicating 
any detonement in the present satisfac- 
te situation during ‘the immediate 
future. Firmer prices have been noted 

the grain trade, but a large amount 
of energy has been exerted by local inter- 
ests to start a wave of bullish sentiment 
without success, The professionals have 
taken a hand from time to time, and 
many of the more timid shorts have been 
frightened into covering on the rallies, 
hut the attitude of the outside speculators 
has been one of indifference. The in- 
centives to bullish trading were improved

es, He estimates the world’s shipments

In the corn trade there has been small 
fluctuations, and here, too, the outsiders 

ve had little interest. The market has 
not been wholly a professional one, how- 
ever, but the fact that keen outside trad- 
ing was absent has operated against any 
very bullish tendency, and the prices have 


not been much different from last week. 
T excellent reports from all quarters 
hav overshadowed those to the effect 
that damage was done by frost. A few 


lowa and South Dakota fields may have 
been hit by the cool wave but the general 
crop is known to be far out of the way 
of frost, and farmers thus feel satisfied. 

Oats are not coming to market very 
freely, and there is a slight upward tend- 


ency in the market. The general call is 
good, and while the trade has given no 
strong indications of moving continually 


upward there is every belief among the 
local talent that conditions are not such 
as to warrant expectations of a slump 
in the prices. 

Hay continues of firm sale, the short 
crop in most sections of the central states 
furnishing a rather bullish argument. 

Bullish tone features the provision sit- 
uation, especially in pork and lard. The 
small receipts of hogs at western points 
lends firmness to the provision situation, 
and near options in pork and lard have 
gone upward at a fair pace during the 
week. Packers seem to be under the 

for the reason that they wish 
rid of all the high priced product 
now have on hand before making 
any onslaught on the hog range. One 
feature of the bullish trade in lard has 
been the new pure food law, which com-

pels the manufacture of a higher grade 
of lard, while some of the more bullish 
traders have contended that the packers 


will not be able to put up as much of It 


as formerly from the same volume of 
hogs. The foreign situation in lard is 
just now a considerable question among 
the traders. There are some that claim 
that foreign countries already hold con- 
siderable stocks of lard, and especially 
Germany, our best customer, while an- 
other bearish argument used ig that 
Austria-Hungary, which was a big fac- 


tor in the market a year ago, is supply- 


ing its own lard and is also becoming 
an important user of vegetable fata, 
notably cocoa butter, for the manufac- 


ture of which factories are springing up 
ill over Austria. 

In the hog trade there has been a tone 
of bullishness for ten days, and the prices 


hay been carried up mostly 10 to 15 
cents. Light receints have been the big- 
gest factor in boosting the market. The 


receipts at Chicago last week were only 
98.600, a decrease of 24,300 from the pre- 


ious week and 22,200 from the same 
week one year ago. Quality has been 
only fair, and the scarcity of smooth 
butcher hogs. has brought them into the 
best favor with both packers and ship- 
pers, while the heavy grades are also 
mounting to the top rung of the selling 


ladder, and the light grades, on the other 
hand, are losing some of their prestige 
The top for hogs last week was $6.80, and 
as the prime grades have once more land- 
ed within striking distance of the $7.00 
mark, the hopes of the bullish ones have 
picked up considerably. The average 
price of hogs last week was $6.44, against 
$6.20 the previous week, and $5.42 for 
the corresponding week one year ago. 
Sales of poor to good heavy grades ranged 
it $5.75 to $6.75, while the bulk of pack- 
ing kinds went at $6.25 to $6.40 and most 
good heavy shipping classes landed at 
$6.40 to $6.50 an $6.65 Mixed packing 
zrades sold at $6.10 to $6.40, the bulk at 
6.30 to $6.40, while most good butcher 
weights made $6.50 to $6.65, and the bulk 
of light bacon hogs $6.45 to $6.60, with 
poor lots down to $6.15. 

Heavy liquidation of native cattle hold- 
ings on top of big marketing of western 
rangers swelled the total supplies last 
week to 79,600, the largest of the year to 


date, and there were 32,500 rangers in- 
cluded in this run. As a result of the 
overgrown marketing the prices’ for 


medium and common grades fell off 10 
to 15 cents from a week ago, as did those 
for rangers, and while good to choice 
natives were lower in early days these 
iter recovered the decline. The situation 
in beef trade is still quite good, and par- 


ticularly in the eastern states, as indi- 
cated by increased shipments of cattle 
ast week, which totaled upward of 
32,000. Choice heavy steers had first call

Most good fat beeves 
made to $6.15 last week, medium 
classes to $5.35, plain to fair $4.25 
to $4.70, and poor thin steers $3.75 to 
$4.00. Cows and heifers were in big sup- 
ply and met keen competition from west- 






r rangers. The prices fell off 10 to 
25 cents from the week before, heavy 
cows suffering the most decline. Sales 


were at $2.50 to $4.75, but not many went 
bove $3.60. Heifers sold at $2.25 to $5.60, 
most lots making $3.15 to $4.00. 3ulls 
ranged at $2.40 to $4.60, but there were 
not many above $3.65. In the calf line 
prices still held at the best level of the 
year, many vealers going at $8.00 to $8.40 
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and tops at $8.50. Poor lots sold under 
$6.00, and big calves mostly at $3.50 to 
$4.25. The best 


feeders held about steay, 
but there was a weaker tone to the trade 
for plain and medium light grades and 
stock cattle, and these declined 10 to 16 
cents, showing 25 to 40 cents loss from 
two weeks ago. A few choice heavy feed- 
ing steers sold at $4.00 to $4.40, while the 
bulk of medium kinds ranged at $3.25 to 
$3.60 and many light 600 to 800-pound 
stockers made $2.60 to $8.15. 

Marketing of sheep and lambs _last 
week totaled 142,500, the largest volume 
of the year to date, while comparing with 
167,460 a year ago, which latter supply 
stands as the record receipts for one 
week. On top of big supplies early in 
previous weeks this increased volume 
afforded slaughtereds further opportunity 
to hammer the price range, and a decline 
of 10 to 15 cents for fat sheep. 25 to 85 
cents for killing lambs, and 25 to 30 cents 
for feeding lambs, was the result. There 
was fairly free selling of the receipts on 
this basis, salesmen having no alternative 
in view of the big marketings. A mod- 
erately liberal proportion of feeding sheep 
and lambs was included in the receipts 
and country buyers picked up the best 
bargains of the season. There were buy- 
ers for all of the feeding offerings, too, 
and in fact more of them could have 
found sale had they been at hand. Most 
of the feeders were lambs, and a choice 
kind was taken late in the week at $6.50, 
while the bulk of the good grades sold 
at $6.25 to $6.40, with. a poor class at 
$5.85. Prime native lambs sold at $7.25 
to $7.50, and a good kind at $6.50 to $6.90, 
while plain and common lots made $4.75 
to $6.15. The best range lambs sold at 
$7.40, while plain grades sold down to 
$6.75. Native wethers sold at $5.00 to 
$5.50, rangers at $5.00 to $5.40, feeding 
wethers at $4.65 to $5.10, good to choice 
fat ewes at $4.75 to $5.15, and a poor 
kind down to $4.00. Breeding ewes sold 
at $4.50 to $6.25, while good feeding ewes 
made $4.40, and a choice class of feeding 
yearlings $5.75. 

Arrivals of 2,860 horses last week 
formed the biggest volume of offerings 
since last April, while comparing with 
2,232 the week before, and 2,417 for the 
corresponding week one year ago. The 
bulk of this immense marketing came in 
the first days of the week, when there 
was keen demand from all sources, and 
prices held well up to the previous week’s 
level, although toward the close a weaker 
demand was noted and the medium and 
plain business grades closed off $2.50 to 
$5.00 from the previous week's prices. 
Liberal eastern and northern orders for 
drafters and loggers afforded ready sale 
for such all week, the bulk of good draft- 
ers selling at $190 to $220, while cages 
went at $160 to $200, and upward. Ohio 
and Pennsylvania operators executed lib- 
eral commissions for big feeders at $165 
to $200, and upward, while the southern 
demand for light chunks was moderately 
good at $65 to $135, and a few medium 
drafters also sold on southern account at 
$150 to $170. Drivers and good general 
purpose horses were fair sale, most of 
the drivers going at $160 to $240. 

Unofficial receipts of live stock at Chi- 


cago for September were 297,400 cattle, 
30,000 calves, 453,682 hogs, 468,200 sheep, 
and 9,800 horses, against 316,055 cattle, 


30,269 calves, 474,744 hogs, 605,753 sheep, 
and 10,381 horses for the corresponding 
month last year. The receipts for the 
nine months ending September 30th were 
approximately 2,347,000 cattle, 323,100 
calves, 5,551,900 hogs, 3,348,300 sheep, and 
102,400 horses, as compared with 2,416,267 


cattle, 313,078 calves, 5,641,440 hogs, 
3,286,660 sheep, and 102,886 horses in the 
corresponding months a year ago.

BREEDING CONDITION. 


In all branches of live stock breed- 
ing the aim is to get breeding animals 
in breeding condition by the mating 
season, and to keep them in breeding 
condition while carrying their young. 
Poultry should also be kept in breed- 
ing condition. Egg production is a re- 
productive function. Of one hundred 
eggs laid probably fifty will contain a 
life germ. Egg laying is the natural 
function of a hen, and there is no 
reason why it should be a drain on 
the system, provided the hen is prop- 
erly fed. Exactly how to feed is a 
question on which it is impossible to 
give hard and fast rules. Conditions 


vary: economical! feeding requires that 
we feed the grains that are most 
abundant, and therefore cheapest. 


Good results are obtained by allowing 
for the day’s food 60 per cent grain of 
various kinds, not more than 15 per 
cent of which should be corn, 15 per 
cent animal food, and 25 per cent 
green food, together with grit in the 
form of gravel, commercial grit, or 
cracked bone, and charcoal as an aid 
to digestion. The grain should be 
scattered in deep litter to induce ex- 
ercise. On a ration so proportioned 
hens will lay a normal number of eggs, 
eggs that will hatch well during the 
hatching season, and keep in good con- 
dition. The egg organs may be perma- 
nently injured by wrong feeding and 
the hen reduced to a condition where 
she lays very few eggs, and those in- 
fertile. Forcing for eggs is practical 
but is invariably at the expense of 
the life germ, hence before the flock 
is put on a forcing ration breeding 
birds should be removed and given the 
treatment of breeding animals. It is 
the truest economy to feed correctly, 
then any surplus not required for the 
maintenance of the bird goes toward 
the production of eggs: an excess of 
improper food, or rather, an over sup- 
ply of one kind of food, results In 
over fat hens, hens subject to digestive 
disorders, that do not pay for their 
keep 


BLACKHEAD IN YOUNG TURKEYS. 


A subscriber writes: 

“I have had trouble with my turkeys 
this year, having lost all of my small 
flock. I fed them no grain until five 
weeks old, giving them bread crumbs, 
clabbered cheese, boiled eggs, ete. 
They had free range and seemed to 
eat heartily of the apples and rasp- 
berries in the orchard. They would 
droop around a few days and die. 
There were no indications of lice, and 
no bowel trouble, but just before dying 
a yellow discharge would come from 
the bowels. On opening these turkeys 
I found the liver to be covered with 
cancerous-looking spots. I purchased 
the eggs these turkeys were hatched 
from from a party advertising. As it 
was late in the season and I could get 
them of no one else I answered this 
advertisement, although the price was 
far below the average price. Could I 
have purchased eggs from a diseased 
flock? Or has the feeding and care 
been the cause of my trouble? If the 
latter, can you tell me a cure so I can 
avoid it another year?” 

The cancerous-looking spots on the 
liver would indicate blackhead, but if 
there were no indications of ulcers in 
the caeca, or blind pouches of the in- 
testines, the diseased liver would be 
merely the result of overfeeding. Ac- 
cording to the lowa Experiment Sta- 
tion, blackhead is not hereditary, and 
poults hatched from eggs laid by an 
infected flock would not be predisposed 
to the disease, provided the eggs were 
disinfected before incubating. Usually, 
however, blackhead comes from infect- 
ed ground. The organisms are present 
in the excrement, and turkeys running 
over land foul with these organisms 
take them into the intestinal tract with 
food or water. If you had your poults 
on land where turkeys had been run- 
ning it Is as probable that they be- 
came infected there as from the flock 
that laid the eggs. 

As to the price paid for your eggs 
very few farmers have learned to 
charge for their eggs what they are 
worth. We have seen eggs from fine 
flocks of turkeys sold at ten cents 
each. Few farmers who do not make 
a specialty of the egg trade charge 
more than $1.50 per sitting for turkey 
eggs, while fanciers are charging from 
four to twelve dollars a sitting. Poul-

try jobbers take advantage of this 
and buy eggs at farmers’ prices which 
they sell at fanciers’ prices. 

The food was all right in kind ‘f 
not fed too generously. One egg boiled 
for an hour or more and crushed shell 
and all makes a full meal for twenty 
poults. They should also have grit, 
chopped onion tops, or dandelion, 
etc., for every meal. 

There is no known cure for black- 
head once it is started, but there are 
many preventives offered which may 
or may not do good. Personally, we 
believe the best plan is to either quit 
growing turkeys one year so that the 
land may become disinfected by grow- 
ing a crop, or to keep the poults on 
ground that has not been run over 
by a flock which though apparently 
well is capable of scattering infected 
manure. One breeder says: “When 
there is an outbreak of the disease mix 
up a soft feed one day and put enough 
hyposulphite of soda in the feed so 
that each turkey gets enough to make 
a dose about the size of a small pea. 
The next day in the feed add to every 
pint of the feed about thirty drops of 
carbolic acid. Alternate these medi- 
cines for several days. In every gal-

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CORN STATISTICS. 


An Iowa subscriber asks what per 
nt of the corn grown is fed to live 
»ck on the farm. 
We cannot answer this question defi- 
tely, but the inquiry has led us to 
vestigate in a general way the pro- 
ection and distribution of corn, not 
rely in the United States but the 
orld over. 

According to the year book of the 

partment of Agriculture for the 

ar 1905, the world’s crop of corn for 

e five years preceding ranged from 

52,409,000 bushels (due to the short 

‘op of 1901 in North America) to 

177,343,000, which again is due to 

e large crop of 1902 in North 
\merica. Of this Canada grows an- 

ially from 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 

ishels, and Mexico 80,000,000 to 93,- 

10,000. The crop in South America 
Chili, Argentine and Uruguay) ranges 
rom 60,000,000 in 1900 to 180,000,000 
n 1904. There is a remarkable in- 

‘ease in the crop during these years. 
‘uropean countries grew about 470,- 
00,000 bushels in 1901, 562,000,000 in 
901, 302,000,000 in 1904. The general 
endency of the European crop has 
een to decrease, while that of South 
America is increasing. Africa raises 
around 33,000,000 bushels a year, and 
Australasia from 5,000,000 to 10.000. 
100 bushels, 

It may safely be stated, therefore, 
that the United States grows about 
five-sixths of the corn grown in the 
entire world, and that Iowa and IIli- 
nois each grow from one-seventh to 
one-eighth of that grown in the United 
States, Nebraska being the next 
greatest producer, followed in varying 
order according to the seasen by Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Indiana, while 
Texas of late years has been forging 
to the front. 

The amount taken by export de- 
pends largely upon the price and also 
upon the crop in Argentine and in 
Austria-Hungary, which are our princi- 
pal competitors. In 1889 and in the 
years from 1895 to 1900 our exports of 
corn ranged from 100,000,000 to over 
200,000,000 bushels per annum, while 
from 1901 to 1904 they ranged from 
28,000,000 to 90,000,000 bushels. in 
short, when the average farm price of 
corn is below 30 cents the foreigner 
takes a good deal of it. When it gets 
up to 40 cents and over he takes com- 
paratively little. 

After exports the great acai out- 
side the farm is for the feeding of 
live stock in the cities, and in the 
manufacture of starch, beer, alcohol, 
glucose, etc. Nearly half of this is 
furnished by two states. Last year, 
for example, Illinois shipped across 
county lines 172,000,000 bushels. of 
corn; Nebraska 132,000,000; Iowa 73,- 
000,000, or less than one-fourth of her 
crop; Missouri about one-eighth; Kan- 
Sas more than one-fourth; Ohio nearer 
market, a little more than one-fourth. 
Take the whole United States over, 
there was shipped across county lines 
681,539,000 bushels out of a total crop 
of 2,708,000,000 bushels. 

As the area of the country adapted 
by soil and climate to the production 
of corn is limited and cannot be very 
greatly increased, it is quite safe to 
say that available corn land will be 
increasingly valuable as the years go 
Vv.

CORN FOR DIFFERENT LATI- 
TUDES. 


The farmers of the west have been 
. 

studying the corn question with a 
great deal of interest during the last 
three or four years. They are begin- 
ning to learn, however, that the 
variety of corn to grow is largely a 
question of latitude and longitude, or, 
in other words, of moisture, and of 
the character of the soil itself. They 
are also learning very rapidly that 
corn grown for a number of years in 
one particular soil and climate does 
better, if the variety is at all desirable, 
than even corn that is much superior 
brought in from a distance. Hence it 
is becoming important that every state 
experiment station should in connec- 
tion with the farmers determine the 
particular kinds of corn adapted to the 
state and to each particular section 
of the state. 

The Kansas people are reaching out 
in this, as they do in so many other 
things, and it will be well for the farm- 
ers in other states to sit up and take 


notice. They have organized the 
Kansas Corn Breeders’ Association, 
which has mapped out a _ program 
which, if carried out, will do very 


much toward improving the corn of 
that state, and put money in the farm- 
ers’ pockets. The objects of the 
association as given in the constitu- 
tion are as follows: 

“(1) To establish improved types 
and breeds of corn which shall in the 
best possible way meet the needs of 
Kansas corn growers in various parts 
of the state; (2) to promote the grow- 
ing of pure bred corn for seed pur- 
poses throughout the state of Kansas; 
(3) to furnish a means by which valu- 
able native corns which show purity 
of breeding may be recognized as pure 
bred corns; (4) to establish a bureau 
for the inspection of the corn grown 
by the corn breeders of the states, and 
furnish certificates of type and breed 
for the same; (5) to protect farmers 
who desire to purchase pure bred seed 
corn, by supplying such information 
as will enable them to distinguish the 
different breeds of corn, and furnish- 
ing them with the names of reliable 
growers; (6) to aid in procuring the 
enactment of such laws and in doing 
such other acts as shall protect the 
growers of pure bred seed corn in 
their efforts to furnish farmers with 
seed corn of the breed desired, and 
to further in any way possible the 
corn-growing interests of the state; 
(7) to establish a score card or stan4- 
ard of perfection for each recognized 
breed of corn.” 

Article 5, Section 1, specifies the 
manner in which a corn may be recog- 
nized as pure bred: 

“Any corn may be included as pure 
bred corn under the rules of this asso- 
ciation by vote of the association in 
annual session assembled: (1) Pro- 
vided, such corn has been bred and 
selected separate and apart from all 
other breeds, strains, or varieties, for 
five years or more; (2) provided, that 
the board of directors, through at 
least one of its members or some com- 
petent inspector appointed by the 
board of directors, has carefully ex- 
amined such corn in locality where 
grown, as to its quality and uniformity 
of shape, size, color of ears, in regu- 
larity of kernels, in filling of butts and 
tips, in space between rows at crown 
and tips of kernels, in shape, size, 
depth and color of kernel, in percent- 
age of shelled corn, in firmness of 
grain on cob, and in composition of 
kernels as indicated by the propor- 
tional size of germ, hard, flinty, and 
starchy portions, and provided also the 
committee recommends tc the associa- 
tion that such corn be recognized as 
pure bred corn; (3) provided, that the 
breeder of such corn brings one bushel 
of selected ears of it to the session 
of the association at which the associa- 
tion votes on the question of recog- 
nizing it as a pure bred corn, and pre- 
sents to the association a detailed de- 
scription of the corn, including such 
history of the breeding and production 
of the corn as he may be able.” 

The association recognizes the fact 
that it has a very important and some- 
what difficult work on hand, and hence 
is making haste slowly. So far it has 
recognized the following kinds of 
Kansas corn as suitable for growing in 


that state: Hildreth Yellow Dent, 
Kansas Sunflower, Hammett White 
Dent, McAuley’s White Dent, Mam- 


moth White Dent, and Griffing Calico. 
It recommends the following types 
grown east and north of Kansas for 
trial: Boone County White, Silver 
Mine, Reid’s Yellow Dent, Legal 
Tender, Hogue’s Yellow Dent, Leam- 
ing, and Pride of the North.

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TRUCK WAGONS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


A subscriber asks concerning the 
merits of wide and narrow tires on 
a truck wagon for use around the 
farm. Also whether staggered spokes 
>re much better than straight ones, 
4u4 whether iron wheels should be 
grooved. 

Your correspondent’s questions are 
rather difficult to answer definitely 
because in the selection of a truck or 
handy wagon much depends upon the 
exact use to which the wagon is to 
be put, and the matter of personal 
preference enters to some extent. 

It is supposed that the truck wagon 
will be used about the fields and over 
soft ground. Wide tires will then be 
wanted as they materially reduce the 
draft. The tires should not be less 
than four inches wide. 

We consider a steel wheel with 
staggered spokes much stronger than 
one with straight spokes. The ma- 
terial is so placed as to resist side 
hill strains to better advantage. The 
straight spoke wheel is suitable for 
light hauling only. A _ grooved _ tire 
tread will not skid across the road us 
badly as a plain tread and will permit 
the use of a brake block. 

Wheels of larger diameter are of 
less draft than low wheels, yet the 
smaller wheels offer a decided ad- 
vantage in a low lift in loading. 
Twenty-eight inch front wheels and 
thirty or thirty-two inch rear wheels 
are a very good size for field work. 

In the selection of a truck or handy 
wagon it would be well to notice the 
construction and quality of workman- 
ship. Some trucks are now made very 
cheaply without front or rear hounds, 
very poorly ironed, etc. Others are 
made with the same care as_ the 
standard farm wagon. The same serv- 
ice can hardly be expected of the 
cheaper truck, yet they may be serv- 
iceable and useful.

ALFALFA IN KOSSUTH COUNTY, 


IOWA. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Counting a patch of a near neighbor 
whose patch has been under close ob- 
servation, we have had experience 
with two fall and two spring sowings 
of alfalfa. From this and some in- 
formation collected from the farmers 
near here we may have some infor- 
mation that will be of use to others, 
and hence pass it along. 

The first patch was on cornstalk 
ground. The patch was covered with 
a light coat of horse manure, then 
plowed, and seeded to oats at the rate 
of a bushel and a half per acre, and 
to alfalfa. The alfalfa seed was, as 
were all samples that we were able to 
get, far from pure, but the piece came 
on, and after the oats were cut the 
piece was mowed twice, the litter. be- 
ing left on the ground each time. This 
spring the alfalfa came on and was 
a good stand except where water stood 
for a few days in the spring; there the 
alfalfa was minus. 

The second piece was put in last 
fall. It was put.on potato ground. 
The potatoes were dug about August 
15th and the piece immediately put 
into alfalfa. The little plants came on 
and did well until frost. When cold 
weather came the piece was covere1 
with stable manure, but the boy failed 
to seatter the manure well. This 
spring the patches uncovered failed 
to come and places where water stood 
for any length of time failed to come. 
The patches covered with manure 
came on fairly well. The result is that 
from the first piece, or the last year's 
spring piece, there have been taken 
three excellent crops this season; but 
from the second, or last year’s fall 
piece, there was one crop of half 
alfalfa and half weeds. The second 
crop of alfalfa was eaten by the grass- 
hoppers, but the weeds were mowed 
and the litter left on the ground. The 
third mowing gave another crop. of 
about two-thirds weeds and one-third 
alfalfa. 

This spring we put in another piece. 
The ground was in potatoes and corn 
last year. The piece was covered with 
stable manure then plowed and sown 
to barley at the rate of a bushel per 
acre, and alfalfa. This piece was 
inoculated by soaking the seed in the 
liquid. The dry weather of July 
killed most of the spring clover 
around here, but that piece of alfalfa 
is as fine a stand as I ever saw. It is 
damaged in one place where the water 
stood for about four hours after some 
of the heavy August rains. 

The fourth piece was put in this 
fall. It is on barley ground which was 
plowed in August, about the 4th, and 
seeded to alfalfa. But the grass-

hoppers have eaten off the little plants 
as fast as they have come up., I think 
we shall plow the piece and put it 
into oats and alfalfa next spring. 

While our experience is very lim- 
ited, yet it points to some conclusions 
that may be valuable: 

First—Spring sowing seems to do 
better in northern Iowa than fall sow- 
ing. This is confirmed by the ex- 
perience of a number of farmers near 
here, but is contrary to the experience 
of the people at Ames. 

Second—Alfalfa will not grow on 
ground where water stands after our 
heavy showers. This is again con- 
firmed by the experience of a number 
of farmers. 

Third—A coat of stable manure 
seems to be all that is necessary for 
inoculation. 

Fourth—Alfalfa is a plant much rel- 
ished by the grasshoppers, and so we 
are not sure of a crop unless near 
ground where the chickens run. 

Fifth—Alfalfa seems to do equally 
well on corn or potato ground with 
either oats or barley as a nurse crop. 

Sixth—Alfalfa has done best with 
us on light, sandy soil that has been 
heavily fertilized. 

Seventh—The alfalfa has in every 
instance been heaviest near the road, 
along which was growing sweet clover.

IF COWS COULD GO TO COLLEGE. 
If the cows on any farm could go 
to the agricultural college, or rather 
the experiment station, in any state, 
and be fed all they needed and with 
the kind of feed that the dairy cow 
needs—if the milk could be weighed 
and tested and reports sent to the 
farmer at the end of the year—he 
would open his eyes in astonishment. 
He would take off his hat to some 
cows, and put others into the feed lot 
and feel like kicking himself because 
he did not know what kind of cows 
he had and could not distinguish be- 
tween the good and the poor ones. 

Some years ago the Kansas station 
bought up a number of cows—just 
common cows—through the state, 
photographed them, weighed them, 
took them to the college, fed them 
with food “convenient” for them—as 
the wise old fellow in the Proverbs 
prayed that he might be fed—weighed 
the milk, tested it, and published the 
results, and then photographed the 
cows after they had been to college a 
year. The experiment was an eye- 
opener to Kansas farmers. 

The Michigan station. inaugurated, 
two years ago this fall,“é°similar ex- 
periment, by purchasing twenty grade 
Short-horn cows, calved in the fall of 
1904, fed them a balanced ration, and 
has published the results, which will 
no doubt surprise Michigan farmers. 
The average pounds of milk for the 
twenty cows for the season was 
6,258.9; average per cent of butter fat, 
4.08; pounds of butter fat, 255.65; 
pounds of butter, 298.25; pounds of 
skim-milk, 5,007. The lowest yield of 
butter from one cow was 48 pounds; 
the highest, 422. Fixing the price of 
the butter at 20 cents per pound for 
the entire year—less than was actually 
received for it—and skim-milk at 20 
cents per hundredweight—less than its 
worth if properly fed—the average 
value of butter from each cow was 
$59.64; of skim-milk, $10.01. The total 
cost of the food was $33.07 per cow, 
and the average return for $1 worth 
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arators were sold in that way.

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latitudes further south. Besides, it is 
easier to secure protein foods in that 
section, or, to put it in another way, 
it is not so easy to secure carbohy- 
drate foods, such as corn. When you 
get out of the corn country you are 
likely to get good cows, good pork, 
and good oats and plenty of roots. 
When you get into the corn country 
it requires care to secure protein in 
the form of clover, alfalfa hay, or cow- 
pea hay, and it requires care to keep 
from feeding a carbohydrate ration to 
milk cows. Notwithstanding all this, 
if any farmer will simply take the 
cows he has see that they get clover 
hay, and if not clover hay, then feed 
bran and oil meal or alfalfa meal, and 
will then weigh and test, he will be 
surprised to find how many really good 
cows he has and how many that are 
eating the:r heads off. Just try it. 
It won’t cost you anything but a little 
labor, and if you do so, this article 
will be worth more to you than it will 
cost you, and your son after you, to 
pay for Wallaces’ Farmer both your 
lives. 

It is worth while to notice that ex- 
periments conducted by Wing at the 
Cornell, New York, station, Haecker 
at the Minnesota station, Soule at the 
Missouri station, and Linfield at the 
Utah station give the average cost of 
producing a hundred pounds of milk 
as 55 cents and the cost of a pound 
of butter fat 13.3 cents. These results 
tally. very elosely with the cost per 
cow at the Michigan station given 
above. 


DAIRY BREEDERS’ SHOW. 


Last spring the first National Dairy 
Show was held at Chicago in the Coli- 
seum Building. Although it was in- 
augurated on short notice and was a 
new thing, it was a very successful 
show. A number of the dairy cattle 
were on exhibit and the great building 
was filled with exhibits of dairy ma- 
chinery and appliances of one sort or 
another. At a meeting ‘held at the 
Wisconsin State Fair week before last 
the question of inaugurating a perma- 
nent dairy show was taken up. The 
meeting was attended by a large num- 
ber of dairy breeders and was presided 
over by Governor Hoard. After a 
full discussion of the subject those 
who attended this meeting adopted a 
resolution. to the effect that a national 
dairy show should be held each year. 
It is too late to prepare for such a 
show this year, but it is expected that 
it will be well organized before another 
year and beginning with 1908 will be 
a prominent event. 


PREVENTING COMPETITION BY 
LA 


In every country where dairying is 
a prominent industry laws have been 
enacted to foster and develop it, and 
especially to protect dairy products 
aga‘nst fraudulent imitations. This 
has been especially true in Canada 
and the United States. In some states 
the legislation to foster dairying has 
gone to an extreme and we fear there 
is a tendency among some of our peo- 
ple to lean back on the law at the ex- 
pense of individual effort. A Canadian 
dairy paper in a recent issue suggests 
that laws should be enacted to pre- 
vent undue competition in the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese. This 
paper says that in the province of 
Ontario and Quebec severe competi- 
tion is one of the greatest curses to 
the dairyman and that this competition 
grinds down the wages of the butter- 
maker, results in the purchase of sup- 
plies of inferior quality, prevents the 
refusal of inferior milk and cream, and 
works general injury. It suggests that 
as a remedy a law be enacted which 
will forbid the erection of new fac- 
tories and creameries until the sites 
have been approved by a sanitary in- 
spector, and that the law in some 
cases should go further and forbid the 
location of new creameries within a 
certain distance of the old ones 
already established. This is certainly 
paternalism run mad. There is no 
more reason why a law should be en- 
acted which would prevent competi- 
tion among creameries than among 
storekeepers, railroads, newspaper 
publishers, farmers, and others. The 
law should guarantee the dairymen a 
fair deal and should especially protect 
him from fraud. When this is done 
it is all which he can reasonably ask, 
and certainly all which it would be 
good for him to have.

Select the 
largest and most perfectly formel 
grains of yellow corn, soak them in 
warm water until a small darning 
needle can pass through them from 
root to tap; string on waxed carpet 
thread, the first grain with point up- 
ward, the second with point down 
ward, and so on to the end of the 
thread. Allow an extra ten inches on 
every string for the shrinking of the 
corn when dry. Forty threads are 
enough for a door. Fit a slender brass 
rod in the doorway with spring ends, 
and on this by small brass rings nang 
the golden strings. Sew the rings to 
narrow yellow ribbon an inch apart 
and you will have a pretty curtain 
one that will be admired as unique 
and well adapted to lIowa’s farm 
homes.

WORDS OF PARENTS TO SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 


To Hearts and Homes: 


As the numerous schools all over 
the country are commencing their 
year’s work a few remarks regarding 
the material sent them may not be 
out of place, and will apply to either 
city or country. 

It is taken for granted that the par- 
ents wish their children to improve 
and advance as much as the child’s 
health will permit, and a few condi- 
tions which will be conducive to such 
advancement are: First of all, unless 
absolutely necessary, do not allow the 
child either to be absent or tardy. 
This, for many reasons, but will take 
time to give only two. One is, among 
other items are these two which must 
be reported regularly by the teacher 
to higher authority, which in turn is 
reported to yet higher officers, and a 
large amount of either absence or 
tardiness shows a weakness some- 
where which is not always: traced to 
where it belongs, and wrong conclu- 
sions are drawn. The other reason is,

tardy without affecting his year’s 
work. Especially is this true of just 
the average pupil who has to work 


diligently to do each day’s work with- 
out having back work to make up, 
and very few teachers have time to 
explain the second time work already 
gone over.

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suppose your child is absent during 
the time subtraction is handled or 
even introduced. How will he do his 
best in long division? If parents 
realized more that teachers must ac- 
complish certain work each day if 
progress be made, the same as they 
must do each day’s work if the week’s 
work is to be accomplished at the 
end of the week, surely there would 
be fewer pupils kept at home or 
allowed at home for trivial reasons. 

Be sure and consult with the 
teacher about your child, and often, 
too. Many children are afflicted with 
deafness, trouble with their eyes, 
head-aches, bashfulness, nervousness, 
kidney diseases, and other complaints, 
which, if the teacher knew, would ex- 
plain many trying actions and be a 
source of help to her. The cause of 
one pupil’s failure day after day was 
found to be deafness and nearsighted- 
ness. When given a seat where he 
could see and hear, he eventually be- 
came one of the brightest in his class. 

Do not urge your child beyond his 
capabilities. Too many parents crowd 
their children to the deteriment of 
the child. Better be the best scholar 
in the fifth grade than the poorest 
in the sixth. There is something 
more than “getting through” a book— 
it should be understood. If the child 
is “pushed” beyond his understand- 
ing he will always be poor in scholar- 
ship. And there is just as much 
danger in pushing the precocious 
pupil. Just as sure as he is hurried 
through the grades his brain will give 
out somewhere in the higher work, 
for the brain can stand only so much. 
One very bright boy finished the 
grades in much less than the given 
time, but during the high school 
period broke down completely and 
was an idiot for the rest of his life. 
While this is an extreme case, sta- 
tistics show that most of the very 
bright pupils in early years, that is, 
those that are crowded, become less 
than ordinary in later life. Parents, 
insist that you children do brain work 
in accordance to _ their physical 
strength and mental capabilities. 
Then, do not start the child to school 
too early. Seven years is young 
enough. Let him and direct him to 
build a sound mind in a sound body, 
and his school work will be all you 
could wish. 

Do not blame the teacher every 
time you think she lacks in duty. 
There may be sufficient reason. Then, 
do you, with only your own family to 
do for, and having them with you all 
the time, do every duty and do it 
just right? How much more excuse 
the teacher has, then, for sometimes 
falling short when she has from 
twenty to forty pupils only six hours 
in the day. 

Much more might be said along this 
line, but because of the already 
lengthy article will mention only one 
more: Question your child each day 
in regard to his school work, not the 
misdemeanors of the school in gen- 
eral. When he has done well, praise 
him. Show you are pained when he 
fails. Try to make them understand 
youth is the time to secure an educa- 
tion; later on grave matters will oc- 
cupy his time, and if the school days 
have been idled away they are some- 
thing lost, never to be _ recovered. 


Also, no matter how good a teacher 
may be, the child must learn for him- 














self. One boy said, “No one at hom: 


cares how I do in school; they never 
ask me anything about school, 
show any interest in it.” How sad! 


Occasionally take time—often if you 
have time—visit the school and judg 
for yourself of its work. Let som: 
of the visiting be on regular working 
days. It will do you good, it will do 
the teacher good, and it will do your 
child good.

“Count ten and then begin at once.”’ 
The ten virgins, therefore, seem to 
represent the visible church, all who 
profess to be the disciples of Jesus, 
and who are to watch for His coming.

It is, we think, going too far to say 
that the term “virgin” indicates that 
they were all sincere believers and 
that therefore those who were not 


watchful should be shut out, not from 
heavenly blessing but from millennial 
joy: in other words, they would be 
saved at last, but not allowed to share 
in the millennium. The marriage cus- 
toms of the times required that the 
companions of the bride should be 
young maidens, as our customs require 
the bridesmaids to be. These virgins 
were in fact the bridesmaids. 

Five of these were wise, prudent, 
thoughtful, and knowing that the com- 
ing of the absent bridegroom might be 
delayed even until the hours of the 


early morning, not only filled their 
lamps with oil, but took with them an 
ample supply. Five were foolish, 


thoughtless; and neglected this wise 
precaution. All of ‘them waited long 
and patiently at the home of the bride, 
and finally nodded and fell asleep. In 
the darkness and silence of midnight 
a cry was raised: “Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him.” The wise soon had their lamps 
trimmed and supplied with fresh oil 
and went on their joyous errand. The 
foolish found their lamps going out 
and tried to borrow oil, but in vain, 
and started for the store to refill their 
lamps, and when they returned to the 
bride’s home the door was shut and 
the bridegroom refused to recognize 
them. 

In this parable the bridegroom is 
plainly the coming Saviour. The ten 
virgins represented the professed 
church and the individual virgins the 
individual professors. The lesson of 
the parable is the necessity of pre- 
paredness in three respects: First, be 
prepared how; second, be prepared all 
the time; third, be prepared to go 
quickly and meet Christ when He 
comes. The parable certainly teaches 
that all who profess to be Christians 
will not be prepared to meet Him at 
His coming and will be shut out from 
all the joy which that coming brings, 
whether that may be, as premillen- 
narians believe, the joys peculiar to 
the millennium without exclusion from 
the joys of the future state, or whether 
it be as those who do not accept the 
premillennarian’s belief think, the 
eternal joy peculiar to the heavenly 
state. 

It would be pressing the details of 
the parable too far to say that exactly 
one-half will be prepared and the other 
half unprepared. The details of a 
parable are never expressed, else it 
would cease to be a parable. A parable 
is simply a story or illustration in- 
tended to press home one point only. 
That point in this case is the necessity 
of constant preparedness for the com, 
ing of Christ, whether that be at the 
death of the individual or at the end 
of the age. It also teaches that the 
coming of Christ will be both sudden 
and unexpected. Every time we ob- 
serve the Lord’s supper we profess 
faith in His coming. “Ye do show the 
Lord’s death till He come.” 

We are now living in the kingdom 
of the absent King. The world is all 
wrong and will never be righted fully 
until He comes, whether in person or 
by the fully manifested power of His 
spirit in the hearts of men. It is not 
too much to say that He will not come 
merely at a time when He is not ex- 
pected, but in a way in which He is 
not expected, as in fact He did at His 
first coming to the Jews. They did 
not know or recognize their long- 
promised and long-expected Messiah. 
It may be so at His second coming. 
How He will come, He has never told 
us. Love always know its own in 
whatever guise it comes. Those 
whose hearts were in sympathy w:th 
Divine things knew Him at His first 
coming; others did rot, and it doubt- 
less will be so at His second coming. 

The parable also teaches that there 
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will be no time to make preparation 
for His coming after that coming is 
announced. It will be too late to hunt 
the preacher then. It is often too late 
now when men who have lived un- 
Christian lives wish a Christian death 
and their friends are anxious for a 
Christian burial. 


The parable teaches also that the 
Christian life, of which light is always 
the symbol, must ever be fed with 
fresh oil, the source of light, which 
here undoubtedly means the Holy 
Spirit. We pray during every revival 
for the outpouring of the Spirit and 
we forget that the Spirit was poured 
out once for all on the day of Pente- 
cost and that what we need to pray is 
that our hearts may be opened to re- 
ceive the Spirit which has once for 
all been bestowed upon the sons of 
men. The oil is here in the greatest 
abundance; it is ours to fill the lamp 
and keep it filled, not on the Sabbath 
and in the church only, but on week 
days and in our places of business as 
well. Wecan never depend on the last- 
ing quality of first religious experi- 
ences or emotions. Even as the chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness had 
to gather their manna day by day, we 
must live from day to day in com- 
munion with our God if we would be 
truly lights in the world or prepared 
to go forth to meet the ‘bridegroom at 
His coming. 

The parable teaches further that we 
must provide our own oil and must 
not depend on the oil of others. No 








one, however well supplied, has oil to 
spare. It is all any man can do to 
keep his lamp trimmed and light burn- 
ing. The husband who thought to get 
to heaven on the strength of his wife's 
devotion cannot use her lamp and o'! 
when the bridegroom comes. The son 
cannot go to heaven on his father’s or 
mother’s religion. Nor will dollars or 
titles count when the _ bridegroom 
comes, whether that coming be at the 
hour of our own death or His second 
coming.

FEEDING CORN TO PIGS. 


From this time onward the average 
farmer will feed his hogs almost en- 
tirely on new corn, sending his sur- 
plus of old corn to-market at the pres- 
ent highly remunerative prices. Un- 
less the change from the old corn to 
the new, or from grass to new corn, 
is made carefully it is liable to lead to 
rather serious loss. There is nothing 
which the pig likes better than new 
corn at this season of the year. There 
is nothing which it seems easier for 
the farmer to feed. Hence the danger 
is that he will commence earlier than 
he should, feed more than he should, 
and feed it wholly, with the result that 
his pigs will get off feed, take some 
form of disease which quite often 
closely resembles cholera, and thus 
lower the tone of the system so that 
when cholera does appear, if it should, 
its ravages would be much greater 
than would be the case if the vitality is 
kept up to the highest possible point. 
It is not good policy to feed pigs ex- 
clusively on new corn. Suppose your 
wife was to give you roasting ears 
three times a day. Wouldn’t she be 
likely to hear from you? The pig, like 
the man, craves variety. Feed the 
pigs new corn by all means. There 
is no cheaper feed than new corn when 
it is well dented, but let them have 
all the clover pasture or rape that is 
available. Balance up the new corn 
fed to younger hogs with some other 


grain or feed—barley, oats, shorts, 
alfalfa meal, oil meal, or tankage. 
This for a double purpose—giving 


variety and balancing the ration. The 
growing pig cannot do its best on feed 
so one-sided as corn, whether new or 
old. Even after being put in the feed- 
ing pen for the final finish the hog 
will give better results if fed more 
or less protein additional. 





IMPURE SKIM-MILK. 


Referring to the bowel trouble with 
pigs reported by some of our sub- 
scribers as being caused by feeding 
skim-milk from the farm separator, an 
Iowa subscriber writes that he thinks 
the trouble is due to dirty separator 
bowls. He says that during the last 
two or three years farm separators 
have been put on the market which 
have bowls so porous that they absorb 
some of the milk, and the milk thus 
absorbed ferments and contaminates 
the fresh milk as it passes through the 
separator. 

To this suggestion Professor Russell, 
of the Wisconsin Experiment Station, 
replies: 

“I would say that I have no knowl- 
edge that would lead me to ‘believe 
that the bacteria in milk are able to 
act upon the metal of cream sepa- 
rators. The only way in which bac- 
teria are related to the problem of 
milk separation is in the case of lack 
of care of these utensils. Since the 
introduction of the hand separator the 
quality of cream has materially de- 
teriorated. This is due to the fact 
that separators are not kept thor- 
oughly clean. They are often washed 
out with warm water and are not 
taken apart and thoroughly scalded 
and dried. Under such conditions the 
moisture is retained in the apparatus, 
causing the rusting of the utensil, and 
I presume that in the cheaper types 
of construction this process would go 
on more readily. The result is that 
the bacterial content of hand sepa- 
rated milk is generally considerably 
higher than that of creamery sepa- 
rated milk.” 

Professor McKay, of the Iowa Agri- 
cultural College, writes: 

“There are no cast iron separator 
bowls on the market that I know of. 
We have practically all the leading 
makes of hand separators on the mar- 
ket at our school, but we have no cast 
iron bowls. Years ago some of the 
first makes of factory size of Danish 
Weston separators were made of cast 
iron. Some of these exploded and 
caused serious loss of life. Since that 
time no bowls, to my knowledge, have 
been made of cast iron. 

“There would be no danger from 
contamination owing to porous condi- 
tion if the metal of the separator was 
cleansed each time after using. All 
up-to-date separators have a _ good, 
smooth surface. The value of skim- 


milk from the different separators 
would, therefore, be practically the 
same. It is almost impossible to esti- 


mate the feeding value correctly of 
skim-milk. 

“I had a letter some time ago from 
ex-Governor Hoard of Wisconsin in 
which he maintained that his Skim-

milk had brought him thirty cents per 
hundred pounds fed to pigs in a care- 
fully conducted test. Skim-milk, when 
fed in connection with other foods, 
has a value that is not estimated easily 
by the chemist, or, in other words, I 
might say it seems to increase the 
value of other foods. As a parallel 
case I might cite turnips. The first 
scientific lecture the writer ever heard 
on scientific agricultural lines was de- 
livered by Professor Clark, of Guelph, 
Canada, in which he condemned grow- 
ing turnips. He advised people to 
erect windmills and raise the water 
out of the ground rather than go to 
all the trouble of hoeing and cultivat- 
ing turnips and have the turnips raise 
the water, as they contained about 94 
per cent water. He estimated that a 
small per cent of hay was equal to 
the 6 per cent of dry matter in turnips. 
Now, there is something about the tur- 
nip that he did not take into consider- 
ation, as the turnip acts as a relish 
when taken in connection with other 


feed, and keeps the animal in good 
physical condition. It is a common 


thing for the Scottish farmer to carry 
even his beef cattle through the win- 
ter on oat straw and turnips. 

“It is not always a safe proposition 
to figure entirely on the nutritive 
value. A chemist may tell us that 
the nutritive value of a thistle ranks 
quite high, yet at the same time you 
cannot make any animal believe it 
and tackle it. 

“The majority of the farmers are 
appreciating the value of skim-milk 
at the present time more than they 
did a few years ago. For instance, 
the .Animal Husbandry -Bepartment 





wanted to buy skim-milk for feeding 
purposes a short time ago while con 
ducting an experiment, and they wrot« 
to several factories and all they could 
buy was one can per day. Apparently 
the farmers did not care to sel! at 
any price. They wisely preferred to 
feed it at home.”
